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"Blue Book" Blasts 


Bring New U. S.- 
Argentine Tension 


Formal Diplomatic Break 
is Possible; Peron is 


Principal Target 


Washington, Feb.

The state department blast at key 
Argentine 
leaders 
as 
wartime 


pawns of nazi Germany hastened 
a fresh crisis today in the already 
badly-strained relations between 
the United States and Argentina. 


Whether a formal break in dip- 


lomatic ties will result remained 
an open question. 


Secretary of State Byrnes told 


reporters the United States does 
not intend to follow up its "Blue 
Book" attack on the 
military 


rulers of Buenos Aires with any 
single nation action against Ar- 
gentina. But at least two members 
of the senate foreign 
relations 


committee indicated they expect 
further diplomatic steps eventu- 
ally. 


Published in Part 


Dispatches from the Argentine 


capital disclosed that at least part 
of the Blue Book indictment had 
been published there, and these 
dispatches speculated on the like- 
lihood of curtailed relations. 


(In Buenos Aires, the Argentine 


cabinet was reported in session at 
the presidential residence early 
today on the heels of the U. S. 
accusation.) 


Col. Juan Peron, 
Argentina's 


strong man and current president- 
ial candidate, refrained in a cam- 
paign speech last night from men- 
tioning the "Blue Book" which in- 
cluded assertions that the nazis 
had been allowed to set up in 
Argentina "a complete duplicate 
of the economic structure for war" 
which they had in Germany. 


Peron Hits at Braden 


However, Peron did assail U. S. 


Assistant Secretary of S t a t e 
Spruille Braden for what he called 
"insolent intervention" in Argen- 
tina's affairs. 


It is no secret at the State de- 


partment that the big hope be- 
hind the 131-page "Blue Book" is 
that, it will exert an unfavorable 
effect on Peron's presidential aspi- 
rations in the coming national 
elections on Feb. 24. 


The "Blue Book" was made up 


in large part of nazi documents 
captured by the American army in 
Germany. 
These documents, "the

had condoned countless trocities. 
Homma donned spectacles 
and 


read the copy from beginning to 
end. 


"When he got down to the pen- 


alty, shooting," Hodgin said, "He 
remarked: 


" 'Oh, that's good. They're not 


going to hang me. That (shoot- 
ing) is an honorable death.' " 


Whereupon he put away his 


spectacles, leaned back in the car 
and went to sleep. 


Truman Formula 


May Ease Price 
Controls, Report 


Washington. Feb. 13—(AP)—A 


high government official predicted 
today President 
Truman's new 


wage-price policy aimed at restor- 
ing industrial peace will ease price 
controls without clamping a rigid 
lid on wages. 


The formula, subject of day and 


night White House conferences, re- i 
portedly is "just about set". But 
the official, who could not 
be 


quoted by name, expressed some 
uncertainty as to the reaction it 
will receive from labor and in- 
dustry—particularly labor—unless 
further revisions are made. 


Part of the pressure for a quick 


decision on the long pending is- 
sue apparently stems from "& pur- 
ported refusal fay Stabilization Ad- 
ministrator John C. Collet to ap- 
prove higher steel prices in the 
absence of the authority the new 
wage-price policy would give him. 


Approval Predicted 


A top-ranking federal executive 


regarded as a. key figure in the 
national economic picture, 
said 


Collet will approve the steel price 
boost as soon as Truman issues 
the formal backing. 


The stabilization chief argued 


with other White House aides, this 
official said, that the legality of 
the increase could be questioned 
unless it were preceded by a form- 
ula which could be applied to in- 
dustry generally. 


The official added that the ad- 


ministration is certain the steel 
hike, reportedly around So a ton.

The decision against a flat per- 


centage ceiling on wages was 
made yesterday, it was learned, 
thus removing one of the prime 
obstacles to settlement of the 
wage-price policy debate.

for Pittsburghert 


(By The Associated Press; 


The end of crippling strikes in 


Pittsburgh and Philadelphia and 
revocation of New York City's 
closure order brought some meas- 
ure of relief today to the nation's 
industrial strife. 


Settlement of the work stop- 


pages by power and transit work- 
ers and lifting the shutdown edict 
in the world's greatest city came 
after a day of inconvenience and 
confusion to most of the millions 
living in the three large eastern 
cities, the most hectic day along 
the labor front in the post war 
period. 


While New York City resumed 


near normal operations of its com- 
mercial, industrial and amusement 
activities after 18 hours of par- 
alysis, the labor dispute which was 
the cause of the shutdown remain- 
ed unsettled. 


And immediately, there were no 


indications of an end of the 10- 
day strike of 3,500 AFL tugboat 
workers, whose walkout caused a 
drastic fuel shortage and brought 
about Mayor William O'Dwyer's 
shutdown order. 
The union has 


agreed to submit the wage-hour 
dispute to arbitration but tug- 
boat owners have not as yet 
reached agreement among them- 
tion of the issues that led to the 
selves on procedure for arbitra- 
walkout. 


Pittsburgh's lights On 


In Pittsburgh, 3,400* employes 


of the Duquesne Light Co., went 
back to their jobs after a 19-hour 
work stoppage in a dispute over 
wages. The strike, which threat- 
ened a complete power failure in 
the Greater Pittsburgh industrial 
area, affected some 1,500,000 resi- 
dents of nearly 100 communities. 
In Pittsburgh, street cars were 
halted, 
schools 
closod. 
homes 


darkened and thousands of work- 
ers kept idle. 


The strike ended upon agree- 


ment to establish a three-man 
board to mediate the wage dis- 
pute. The strikers (independent) 
demanded a 20 per cent wage in- 
crease while the company offered

Syria, Iran, 
Egypt and Gibraltar as soon as 
his armies had disposed of Rus- 
sia in lightning thrusts. 
Soviet 


prosecutors told the international 
military tribunal today. 


Completing their detailed recital 


of nazi aggression 
toward 
the 


east, the Russians submitted to 
the tribunal a captured German 
naval staff document dated Aug. 
8. 1941, outlining the 
fuehrers 


ideas. 


Because he was confident the 


utter collapse of the Red army 
was near. Hitler had directed that 
"Plan Felix"—the seizure of Gi- 
braltar—must be executed before 
the end of 1941 with Spanish aid, 
the Russians said. 


Documents previously i n t r o- 


duced by American and Britiih 
prosecutors had quoted nazi offi- 
cials as saying the Spaniards had 
proposed to enter the war by a 
surprise attack on the Rock. 


The drive south toward Suez 


and Egypt through Turkey was to 
be accompanied, prosecutors told 
the tribunal, by an all-out effort 
to smash the British garrison then 
holding out at Tobruk and by a 
new offensive into Egypt from 
Libva.

Washington, Feb. 
13.—(AP)— 


Senator Lucas (D-I11) demanded a 
check today on all messages re- 
ceived in the last days before the 
Pearl Harbor attack. 


Apparently, he told 
reporters, 


at least some information was 
available in the islands that was 
not on hand in Washington. 


Heretofore, 
the 
senate-house 


committee investigating the 1941 
naval disaster has heard conten- 
tions that Washington failed to 
share some of its information with 
the Hawaiian commanders. 


Lucas' comment was based on 


the testimony of former Lt. Col. 
Henry C. Clausen, who told the 
committee yesterday of a war 
alert sent by a British 
secret 


agent in Manila and made avail- 
able on Dec. 3. 1941, to Army In- 
telligence in Hawaii. 


Report in Record 


Clausen conducted a war de- 


partment inquiry into the disaster 
in 1944. He traveled around the 
world getting affidavits from va- 
rious officers. His report and ac- 
companying affidavits were made 
part of the committee record yes- 
terday. 


Lucas cited 


message. 


It was from the British secret 


agent, Col. Gerald Wilkinson, and 
said, after a discussion of Japa- 
nese movements in the Far East: 
"It is our considered opinion that 
Japan envisages early hostilities 
with Great Britain and the United 
States." 


Clausen added he had learned 


that Wilkinson's conclusion was 
based 
on intercepted Japanese 


messages, decoded by the project' 
known as "Magic."

State Mineral Stores 


Said in Good Shape 


Springfield, HI., Feb. 13.—(AP) 


—The State* Geological survey said 
today that with the exception of 
fluorspar and petroleum, Illinois 
has no immediate mineral prob- 
lems following wartime demands 
on reserve supplies. 


Dr. M. M. Leighton. chief of the 


survey, said the war generally did 
not ravage the state's mineral re- 
serves. 


Leighton said, however, present 


fluorspar deposits will not last 
more than a few decades. Annual 
production from 1940 to 1944 aver- 
aged 155,000 tons, compared with 
63.000 tons in the 1935-39 period. 


Petroleum 
production, 
which 


reached its peak in 1940 with 147,- 
000,000 barrels, declined to 74^- 
000,000, or about one-half, in 1945. 
The rate of decline, however, has 
eveled off and will be more grad- 
ual in the future, Leighton re- 
ported. 


"Illinois will be producing oil 


though probably less and less, for 
many years to come," he said.

New York, Feb. 13—f AP)—New 


York city, which for 18 hours yes- 
terday was as quiet as a country 
hamlet, roared back to its normal 
spirited pace today following revo- 
cation of a fuel-saving edict that 
imposed the most drastic business 
shutdown in the city's history. 


Just as suddenly as it had come, 


the order clamping a lid on all 
but essential activities was lifted 
last night 
by Mayor 
William 


O'Dwyer who said the fuel crisis 
had abated and that the city now 
was assured of a sufficient flow 
to meet essential requirements. 


The cause of it all—a 10-day 


strike of 3,500 tugboat workers in 
New York harbor—remained un- 
settled, however, and a rationing 
program invoked last week still 
was in effect-. Schools, too, re- 
mained closed. 


Otherwise, 
the 
city quickly 


swung back to normalcy. Thous- 
ands of commuters again jammed 
subways, buses and trains to get 
to offices from which most of 
them were b a r r e d yesterday. 
Transit lines whose operations had 
been curtailed 20 per cent, \v-ere 
operating full blast in time for 
the morning rush. 


Busy Times Square was alive 


with pedestrian and vehicular traf- 
fic as early as 8:30 a. m. (EST). 


Office workers, thousands of 


whom were thrown into confusion 
yesterday by the mayor's procla- 
mation, gathered in groups on 
sidewalks outside their building 
ahead of opening time and talked 
about the shutdown.

Secretary of Interior Harold 1* 
Ickes resigned today with an as- 
sertion that President Truman had 
challenged his veracity after tell- 
ing him to be "as gentle as you 
can with Ed. Pauley". 
The old line New Dealer and self- 
styled "Curmudgeon" stepped out 
of the cabinet after 13 years' serv- 
ice as a direct result of the con- 
troversy over Truman's nomina- 
tion of Edwin W. Pauley, Califor- 
nia oil man, to be undersecretary 
of the Navy. 


Ickes has testified Pauley made 


him the "rawest" kind of a propo 
sition involving funds for 
the 


Democratic campaign and Truman 
has said Ickes could be mistaken. 


In a blistering, 2,000 word let- 


ter, Ickes told Truman he had 
spoken the truth about Pauley be- 
fore a senate committee, had no 
apologies and asserted the presi- 
dent had no right to pass judg- 
ment on his veracity. 


Told of Invitation 


At last week's cabinet meeting, 


Ickes related, he informed Truman 
that he had been asked to testify. 
He asserted the president told hlt» 
"you must tell the truth, of 
course". 


Then Ickes quoted the president 


as saying: "Be as gentle as 
can with Ed. Pauley." 


"I said, 'I will' ", Ickes told re- 


porters. 


Ickes wrote in the letter ttoa* 


Truman had made his position a» 
a cabinet member "untenable" by 
siding with Pauley against him. 


"I cannot stay on when you, in 


effect, have expressed lack of con- 
fidence . in me", Jckea told ta« 
president. 


Ickes asked to be relieved March 


31. But Truman made the resigna- 
tion effective Friday, Feb. 15. The 
President's letter of acceptance 
was not made public. 


Chapman to Take Over 


The president designated Osea* 


L. Chapman, a Coloradoan who 
has served 13 years as an asssit- 
ant secretary, to take over Ickes1 


duties pending the appointment of 
a permanent secretary. 


Ickes' 2,000-word letter of res- 


ignation said of his testimony in 
opposition to the nomination of 
Pauley: 


"I cannot accept the theory that 


I should have told the senate na- 
val affairs 
committee anything 


less than the truth. I have no 
apologies for having done so, al- 
though I did regret the unhappy 
personal position in which I have 
involuntarily found myself". 


Ickes told the committee that 


Pauley had advanced the "rawest 
proposition ever made to me" by 
suggesting that $300,000 could be 
raised in campaign contributions 
from California oil men if the gov- 
ernment would drop its suit to 
establish federal title to oil-bear- 
ing tidewater lands. 


Calls Truth "Resented" 


This 
Pauley 
denied, saying 


Ickes was mistaken. The presi- 
dent, too, told a press conference 
that Ickes could be wrong, and 
this provided the springboard for 
the 71-year-old secretary's resig- 
nation. 


Ickes wrote that some of Tru- 


man's friends "resent keenly the 
fact" that "I told the truth", then 
added: 


"As to your statement thast I 


might have been mistaken in my 
testimony my feeling is that, since 
you were not present at the hearing 
and presumably had not read the 
record, it was not proper for you, 
even although you be the presi- 
dent of the United States, to pass 
judgment on a question of verac- 
ity between Mr. Pauley and my- 
self. After all. I am a member of 
your cabinet at your own request 
and I do not have a reputation of 
dealing recklessly with the truth,

Transit service 
for Philadel- 


phia's three million daily riders 
was resumed after being halted 
for 48 hours by a strike of 9,900 
CIO employes of the Philadelphia 
Transportation 
company.

ment officials which will give 
them, among other things, a gen- 
eral wage increase of 12'cents an 
hour and a "preferential" union 
shop.

Motors strike was not cheerful. 


G3I Offer Itejected 


Wage negotiations between the 


corporation and the CIO United 
Auto Workers ended abruptly aft- 
er the union rejected a GM offer 
of an I81'i cents hourly wage hike 
for the 175,000 employes on strike 
since last Nov. 21. The union held 
fast to its previous demands of a 
19J i cents an hour boost, the 
amount recommended by a presi- 
dential fact-finding board, and re- 
nstatement of a union contract 
which General Motors ended in 
December. 


As the negotiations broke up.

Reuther said the union would not 
resume discussions until the com- 
pany was ready to offer at least

Meanwhile, a 


scheduled resumption of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board hear- 
ng on CIO Auto Workers charges 
that General Motors Corp. had 
failed to bargain in good faith 
with the union was suddenly post- 
poned this morning. 


There was no immediate expla- 


nation of the postponement but 
the action gave rise to reports 
that another meeting of the man- 
agement and union on the wage 
and contract issues was being ar- 
ranged.

Alexander Eltman, 


attorney for several affiliates of 
the Independent National Federa- 
tion of Telephone Workers ,said 
in New York that heads of NFTW 
unions would decide Monday on a 
strike call. If issued, Eltman said, 
the country's telephone toll serv- 
ice would be tied up and local 
phone service shut down in 21 
states. 


The threatened walkout, he said, 


would involve 75,000 members and 
would be in support of some 17,- 
000 striking Western Electric em- 
ployes, members of a federation 
affiliate, and in support of the 
NFTW's demands for a $2 daily 
wage boost.

Reporting an exchange of tele- 


grams with Governor Green, W. 
C. Reiser, vice president of the 
brotherhood, said last night he 
had asked the governor for "police 
protection 24 hours a day or that 
guards (of the railroad) be dis- 
armed." 


The brotherhood official said 


he had called Green's attention to 
withdrawal of a state police car 
"three or xour nights ago" from 
a lane leading to the T. P. & W. 
plant in East Peoria and that he 
would ask the sheriff of Tazewell 
county to deputize 20 to 25 pickets 
if the car were not returned. 


Request to Sullivan 


Green replied in a telegram, 


Keiser said, that the union re- 
quest for "police protection for 
peaceful picketing" had been re- 
ferred to T. P. Sullivan, director 
of the state department of public 
safety, for "prompt attention."

The Senate Has 


Some of our senators seem to 


have taken a frightened attitude 
toward Secretary of State Byrnes' 
revelation that Russia was se- 
cretly promised the Kurile Islands 
and the southern half of Sakhalin 
at the Yalta Conference a year 
ago- 


They are in a stew over the pos- 


sibility that we may have to take 
an international trusteeship in 
strategic Pacific islands, which we 
won from the Japs at great ex- 
penditure of blood 
and 
money, 


while Russia gets complete con- 
trol of a chain of islands which, 
she never fought for, and as re- 
ward for only a few days' partici- 
pation in the Japanese war. 


The United Press credits Sena- 


tor Johnson of Colorado with hav- 
ing said, in effect, that it's too 
bad the deal for the Kuriles was 
kept secret, but that there is noth- 
ing to do now but abide by it. 


Certainly the senators, jealous 


of their 
treaty-making 
rights, 


know that such an agreement is 
not irrevocable. . The disposal of 
Japanese possessions is the busi- 
ness of a formal peace treaty. And 
our agreement to any treaty must 
have the approval of the senate. 


One of the secret 
agreements 


made at Yalta is already in effect. 
That is the promise that Russia 
should have three votes in the 
United Nations Organization—a 
promise ferreted out by the Wash- 
ington staff of a New York news- 
paper after Mr. Roosevelt had said 
there were no secret political deals 
at Yalta. It was fulfilled, of 
course, by granting the Ukrainian 
and Byelorussian S. S. R.'s the 
status of independent states at 
San Francisco. 


But the matter of the Kuriles is 


different and more important. Ob- 
viously Mr. Roosevelt could not 
have made a flat promise of them, 
because he had no power to do so. 
And since Mr. Truman had no part 
in it, the promise seems further 
weakened now that he is president. 
In any event, the senate is the 
final boss. 


There seems to be no reason 


why the United States could not 
make an open deal at a peace con- 
ference for what she needs, in ex- 
change for Russian possession of 
the Kuriles. There is little dan- 
ger of a trusteeship being forcec 
upon us, since the United Nation; 
Charter states that the UNO will 
supervise and administer under an 
international trusteeship system" 
such territories as may be placed 
thereunder 
by subsequent indi- 


vidual agreements." 


This country has an indisputa- 


ble right to the strongest voice 
in any subsequent agreement dis- 
posing of Pacific territories which
